Claims 1, 3-19, 23-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claim 1 , the prior art fails to show wherein the work surface is automatically moveable 
in response to a movement of the monitor support that the monitor support does not 
overlie the front leading edge of the work surface as the monitor support Is moved; 
regarding claim 19, the prior art fails to show wherein the monitor support is 
automatically moveable in response to a movement of the work surface with the work 
surface forms an angle with a horizontal plane; and regarding claim 23, the prior art fails 
to show wherein the work surface is automatically moveable in response to a 
movement of the monitor support in a fore-and-aft direction while the monitor support is 
supported by a four bar linkage.
